t’s risky, exhilarating, and com- 
pletely up to you. Every club, 
pub, and performing space from 
the Mole’s Eye in Brattleboro to 
the Black Sheep Café in Amherst 
has an open mic night just wait- 
ing for any gutsy member of the general 
public to sign up and fill up the room. You 
might find yourself playing to a quiet room, 
a packed house, or, in the case of The 
Mitchells, a particularly drunk patron. 

It all happened when the Amherst 
band last hosted the Bay State 
Cabaret’s Electric Open, held every 
Wednesday night. “We wete going 
to cut out our cover of ‘Just Like 
Heaven’ [by The Cure],” said bassist 
Bill Smith, “but for whatever rea- 
son, this woman came up and decid- 
ed to dance along, hang on our 
shoulders, pull my hair, throw 
punches, and scream at our faces. I 
especially liked her interpretation of 
The Swim that left her fists about a 
quarter of an inch away from my 
nose.” 

“Actually,” laughed vocalist/gui- 
tarist Caleb Wetmore, “that was 
exactly what we needed to focus.” 

“For me,” said Smith, “it was like, 

‘Oh. Now there’s another person in 
this building with a lot of energy, so 
it’s okay for me to have a lot of ener- 
gy; too,” 

And so, within the space of a verse 
and chorus, a slow show turned into 
an unforgettable experience. Of 
course, there’s no guarantee in the 
world of the open mic. Why would 
any band or solo performer want to risk 
playing to a possibly uninterested group of 
people, or, depending on the night, maybe 
no people at all? 

“Exposure,” said Smith. “Even if you 
only play for the two bands that go on after 
you and the bartender, maybe those two 
bands have never heard you before. Even 
in the worst-case scenario, there’s a pret- 
ty good chance of somebody 
hearing you.” 

A very good chance, actually. 
Open mics are usually free to both 
audience member and performer 
alike, making it more likely that 
open-minded and open-eared music lovers 
will listen to what you have to sing. But

there are other reasons to subjecting your- 
self to the anomalous “no cover” crowds 
— like getting some practice. 

“Open mics are a good testing ground to 
get used to performing in front of people,” 
said Northampton resident Ina Iansiti. 
Though the vovalist has been playing gui- 
tar for less than ten months, the country- 
influenced Iansiti has played twice at the 
Northampton Brewery’s Tuesday night 
Open Mic —and she’s preparing to return 
once again, armed with new songs and new 
hopes (“I want to play real gigs!” said Iansiti). 


Sitting on a stool, bathed under a single 
orange spotlight and rigged up with micro- 
phones, those who choose to play the 
Brewery are guaranteed an attentive audi- 
ence, for two reasons, First, there is always 
a host, usually a person who draws his or 
her own sizeable crowd; second, the bar — 
always full — is mere feet away from the 
performing area, a set-up which will either 
relieve or cause nervousness, depending 
on your point of view. But Iansiti offers a 


—were completely supportive. I expected 
people to be sort of snooty, but they weren't. 
I was surprised at the caliber of people who 
played. There was something to like about 
everybody.” 

“It seems that some people who play 
there, that’s the most public exposure that 
they ever want,” said Iansiti, though she 
has her own goals to pursue. 

“I would like to play electric at the Bay 
State,” she said, “but I’m also intrigued by

word of caution to prospective perform- 
ers at the Brewery and any open mic; “It’s 
a lot harder than it looks.” 

Unfortunately Iansiti had to learn that 
lesson the hard way. “The first time I was 
terrible,” she said, “because it’s totally dif- 
ferent than playing in your living room; I 
didn’t expect it to be so hard to keep track 
of where the mic was, or where the mic on 


my guitar was, My voice sounded really 
funny in the monitor and it made me real- 
ly uncomfortable. [But the audience was] 
very kind and sympathetic.” 

The open mic experience proved more 
fulfilling the second time round, “The first 
time I had been playing guitar for only four 
months, and I really wasn’t ready. The sec- 
ond time my guitar teacher was hosting, 
and he backed me up on my songs. I was 
alot more comfortable. This time the audi- 
ence could respond to not just me being 
embarrassed but to my songs, and they 
seemed to like them, And all the people 
that were waiting their turn — both times 


the whole Fire and Water thing where you 
don’t have to think about mics. That seems 
pretty nice.” 

Many people seem to agree. For an 
extremely cozy (and usually very, very 
warm) performance space, Northampton’s 
Fire and Water attracts a surprisingly large 
crowd every Monday night for their cav- 
alcade of local talent.

“It’s very popular,” said Star Drooker, 
who books the shows at the Fire and Water. 
“There are always people there to support 
it — sometimes it’s swamped. The thing 
that makes it stand out is that since there’s 
no stage, per se, it’s like playing in your liv- 
ing room, and that makes [performers] 
very comfortable. There’s a very support- 
ive group of people who show up. If it’s 
your first time to perform, it’s a good venue 
to do it in.” 

Drooker is quick to point out that the 
Fire and Water has an open stage, not an 
open mic. “We don’t have a mic!” said 
Drooker. “We want people to think of it

not just as a musical venue but also for per- 
formance art, poetry, theatrical monologues 
— anything that’s within the confines of 
ten minutes and is not electrified. Usually 
it ends up being mostly guitar players, but 
once in a while a comic comes in, or some 
sort of performance piece. I want to encour- 
age that.” 

And for people who hope to move on to 
getting their own show, or be a part of 
someone else’s bill, the Fire and Water has 

its own type of in-house advancement 
program. “At the end of the month,” 
said Drooker, “we have the open stage 
Cabaret, featuring the people who 
have been there a lot — an interest- 
ing mix of who has been at the open 
stage, Those who are quite good sort 
of move up to a featured spot after 
the open stage, or maybe some other 
day during the week.” 

Whereas most open mic nights are 
loud affairs — whether amplified 
acoustic or electric — the Fire and 
Water again offers an alternative. “If 
you just want to check out an open 
stage, this is a good one,” said 
Drooker. “Because there’s no PA, if 
you don’t like what you hear, if it 
doesn’t appeal to your tastes, you can 
just step back into the other room.” 

“It’s more of an intimate setting,” 
said Drooker, who added that the 
quiet, “at-home” atmosphere works 
in favor of both the performer and 
the audience. “You're not dealing with 
getting in front of mics and blowing 
people away with the sound, which 
can get pretty annoying. If someone 

is really not that experienced and they're 
mic’ed, it can be really frightening, but if 
they’re not mic’ed then they’ re not as ner- 
vous, so that even if they’re not experi- 
enced, it usually comes across better.” 

In any case, Drooker asks only one thing 
of those who sign up to take on the open 
stage: “Be prepared. Tune your guitar. 
Whatever it is you are going to do, be ready 
to do it when your name is 
called!” 

Good advice — you never 
know who’s listening, or who 
you might end up sharing the 
stage with. “The band Rusted 
Root came by Fire and Water to eat and 
decided to play the open stage,” said 
Drooker, describing the night that the 
much-loved group, who have toured the 
country and appeared on MTV, jammed 
in the small performance space. “That was 
the day before they opened for Toad the 
Wet Sprocket!” 

“As an owner,” said Drooker, “I encour- 
age people to take advantage of the open 
stage because in life, you don’t really have 
that many opportunities to express your- 
self creatively. [An open mic] is a place for 
anyone to get up and present themselves 
and their art and be heard.” *

The Diary of Anne Frank at the Barrington Stage Company

ulianne Boyd, creator and director 

of the musicals Eubie and A...My 

Name is Alice, brought a new vision 

to the Berkshire Theatre Festival dur- 
ing her 1992 — 1994 tenure as artistic direc- 
tor. This year, she’s moved south to 
Sheffield with a new professional theater 
company, the Barrington Stage Company. 
In a theatergoer-friendly environment, 
which includes free and discounted tick- 
ets for kids, daycare during performances, 
and meal service, Boyd and company are 
making a night on the town both acces- 
sible and inviting. 

The Barrington Stage Company is cur- 
rently presenting the 1955 dramatization 
of Anne Frank’s life, The Diary of Anne 
Frank, Written by Albert Hackett and 
Frances Goodrich, screenwriters from sev- 
eral Thin Man films, The Diary of Anne 
Frank took Broadway and theaters around 
the world by storm. The play picked up a 
Pulitzer Prize, the Tony, and every other 
major theater award, The movie version 
won an Oscar. It’s an extraordinary the- 
ater piece, which tells Anne’s story in a 
moving, powerful, seamless way.

Alicia Silverstone rules the mall in Clueless

the new teen comedy Clueless. 


ave the days folded when high 

school youth could find 

insightful, hilarious gems like 

The Breakfast Club, Pretty in 
Pink, and Heathers? The closest thing to a 
great 90s high school chronicle so far is 
Richard Linklater’s superlative Dazed and 
Confused. However, as it’s a generational 
statement for another generation (two gen- 
erations removed, even), the 90s still come 
up short. Clueless’ writer/director Amy 
Heckerling comes in boasting a great feath- 
er in her cap —a high school classic of her 
own with 1982’s Fast Times at Ridgemont 
High. Although it was hardly an incisive 
slice of teen sociology (put the blame most- 
ly on writer Cameron Crowe), Fast Times 
did have a talented cast, energetic direc- 
tion, and a memorable youth icon in the 
form of Sean Penn’s Last-of-the-Great- 
Teen-Stoners Jeff Spicoli. Clueless has no 
such, uh, voices of a generation. 

Ironically, for a movie populated with 
characters of gnat-like attention spans (dur- 
ing a distressed interior monologue, 
Silverstone passes a window display and 
promptly forgets her train of self-exami- 
nation), Clueless proves to become quick- 
ly tedious for all its surface bounce, Once 
the initial satirical buzz of Clueless has worn 
off (with such early scenes as Cher and best 
friend Dionne talking on cellular phones 
next to each other in the school hallways), 
Heckerling’s film begins spinning its wheels 
waiting to slap on a conventional roman- 
tic resolution, Clueless needed an active, 
restless edge to make it less vapid than its 
consumer-casualty heroes. 

Heckerling mistakenly takes an easy, 
unrewarding dramatic tack in having Cher’s 
step-brother (Paul Rudd) be an older col- 
lege student, a convenient PC pinprick to 
Cher’s vacuous world of shopping, aero- 
bics, and high fashion. The character 
emerges as an early danger sign that 
Heckerling has lame intentions to show up 
Cher and co.’s spiritual shortcomings.

Heckerling should’ve had the confidence 
to let her characters remain essentially clue- 
less. Cher is an engaging character study 
(her somewhat sad “mission” to benignly 
exert control over others’ — fashion — 
lives is her only fulfillment) until Heckerling 
forfeits Cher’s glassy lack of introspection 
for a glassier form of awareness. I thought 
satire was supposed to be barbed, not 
Barbie. In no movie of recent memory can 
I recall a cast of such tepid, non-threaten- 
ing characters. Whatever happened to the 
high school cruelties of Carrie? For a movie 
dealing in dominating high school clicks, 
Clueless strangely avoids depicting even a 
whiff of venom. Even Square Pegs (the great, 
short-lived early ’80s CBS series starring 
Sarah Jessica Parker) had more bite. Any 
slights in Clueless are only of the careless 
cruelty variety. 

One positive aspect of Cluelessis that it’s 
a great vehicle for Alicia Silverstone. Even 
though Cher is vacuous, this is the first film 
where she’s able to demonstrate her intel- 
ligence as an actress. In Hideaway, she may 
have been playing a supposedly normal and 
even bright teenager, but as little more than 
a prop for that movie’s contrived action, 
she projected none of the underlying sub- 
stance of Cher’s range of confused emo- 
tions. As a person who uses her consumer- 
driven obsessions to dodge any real expe- 
riences of either the inner or outer kind, 
Silverstone’s Cher is a true American spec- 
imen of distraction. 

By the end of the film, though, Heckerling 
lets that insight along with all others get 
pushed aside for a dim resolution with 
Silverstone and Rudd finding a perfect love 
with each other. In trying to sell a fabri- 
cated finale in Clueless’ facile world, 
Heckerling betrays the satirical truth of 
Cher’s artificial world for the greater arti- 
fices of Hollywood screenwriting. 

Let’s not judge Heckerling too harshly, 
though. She probably just wanted her film 
to be popular. *

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Indian in the Cupboard is a children’s film with heart

mid the blockbusters, blockbuster 

wannabes, and busts of the sum- 

mer movie scene, it’s easy to over- 

look the fact that it’s been a good 
season for kids’ movies. No, we're not talk- 
ing about Batman, the Mighty Morphin 
Power Rangers movie, or Pocahontas—- 
movies that are just a link in a giant circle 
of promotional merchandising — but 
rather about a trio of movies whose only 
tie-ins are the books that they're based on: 
A Little Princess (from the book by Frances 
Hodgson Burnett), John Sayles’ The Secret 
of Roan Innish, and now The Indian in the 
Cupboard. These movies are high-quality 
movies that, like the best adult films, don’t 
adhere to formula and don’t depend on 
special effects to have an emotional effect. 
They entertain and enlighten and even 
nourish the imagination of viewers of all 
ages. 

Omri, the 9-year-old protagonist of The 
Indian in the Cupboard, lives a typical kid’s 
life, albeit in a gentrifying section of New 
York City, when he receives among his 
birthday gifts an old wooden cupboard that 
has — as he discovers on his own — the 
quality of bringing anything placed in it to 
life. When Omri places an Indian figurine 
in it, he brings to life a 3-inch-tall living 
Indian named “Little Bear.” First Omri is 
elated by the magical little being, but then 
problems begin to arise. Keeping Little Bear 
a secret from adults is less of a concern than 
are the consequences of bringing a living 
being to life. What to do when Little Bear 
is hurt? What to do when another charac- 
ter brought to life dies? How to handle the 
confrontation between Little Bear and a 
cowboy named Boone who is impulsively

brought to life by Omri’s friend Patrick? 

Directed by Frank Oz (of Muppets and 
Sesame Street fame, as well as adult fare like 
Little Shop of Horrors) from a novel by 
English author Lynne Reid Banks, The 
Indian in the Cupboard uses the story of 
these little people in a big world to illumi- 
nate Omri’s own growing awareness of 
adult responsibilities and issues like inde- 
pendence and mortality. Oz uses the sim- 
ple story of toys coming to life to talk about 
changes — changes from child to adult, 
changes in the world of a Native American 
from 1761, and changes in the world of a 
cowboy from the 1870s. While the special 
effects involved in conveying the differ- 
ences in scale between Omri and the living 
toys are sensationally realistic, the visual 
effects serve the story and not the other way 
around, as in movies like Honey I Shrunk 
the Kids. Kids and adults alike will appre- 
ciate the suspenseful elements, and the 
humorous touches that you might expect 
from Oz and from accomplished screen- 
writer Melissa Mathison, who wrote both 
E.T. and The Black Stallion, one of the very 
best children’s films ever, For fans of the 
book, my 10-year-old daughter assures me 
that the movie very closely follows the story 
line of the novel. 

The Indian in the Cupboard is currently 
playing in area theaters. A Little Princess, 
while garnering great reviews, was pulled 
from screens in June after only two weeks, 
In part because people complained that the 
movie disappeared too quickly, the Warners 
studio is rereleasing A Little Princess in early 
August. Movies like these need more than 
just praise for existing; they need your sup- 
port at the box office. *

It’s not Nevermind II, but it’s pretty damn 
close. Even if no one knew Foo Fighters 
vocalist/guitarist. Dave Grohl was once a 
member of Nirvana, they'd immediately 
think of that band the second they heard 
track two, “I'll Stick Around”: there’s the 
catchy pop structure, overpowered and 
slashed up by thick and thrashing guitars; 
also check the unnervingly calm and nasal 
verse melody, which rages into an angry 
chorus that repeats over and over, “I don’t 
owe you anything.” All that’s:missing is 
Kurt Cobain’s trademark growl, and you've 
got the missing million-selling follow-up 
single to “Lithium.” 

Of course, no matter how much Dave 
Grohl picked up from his friend and band- 
mate, the Foo Fighters frontman stamps 
his own distinct style on each of the twelve 
tracks on his band’s debut disc. For exam~- 
ple, Cobain, who respected John Lennon 
but despised the composing of his Beatles 
partner, would never have allowed himself 
to write such a beautifully dumb and sim- 
ple song as “Big Me,” which veers close to 
inane McCartney and Wings territory, It’s 
obvious that Grohl cares most about 
melodies — Foo Fighters has plenty of 
catchy ones; though “Good Grief,” “Alone 
and Easy Target,” and “Oh, George” are 
standouts, every song has at least one mem- 
orable riff. 

And everything moves faster than a rock- 
et blast, From the opening explosion of 
“This Is a Call” to the final distorted sec- 
onds of the aptly-titled “Exhausted,” Grohl 


and company careen through the songs as ~ 


if the world is ending now, and they’re hell- 
bent on finishing the set before the blind- 
ing flash and mushroom clouds. It’s some 
of the loudest, catchiest, most cathartic pop 
around. In other words, Nirvana fans won't 
be disappointed. But more importantly, 
Grohl has shown he can hold his own as a 
performer and a songwriter. The proof lies 
in the first part of “For All the Cows”: 
though it all-too-predictably erupts into 


Pixies/Nirvana-type chaos, the echo-coun- 
try-shuffle intro shows Grohl doesn’t always 
have to hide his melodies and words behind 
a wall of grunge. Forget the Mighty 
Morphin Power Rangers — here come the 
Foo Fighters.

The 
guitarist/vocalist/songwriter for the Ohio 
trio Nothing Painted Blue has by far the 
most learned vocabulary in music today, 
both in terms of complex lyrics and chord 
structures. Bruno’s intimate first solo 
album, perfectly titled A Bedroom 
Community (most of the thirteen tracks

sound like he recorded them into a four- 
track while sitting cross-legged on his mat- 
tress), showcases his love of clever rhyme 
schemes and offbeat pop dreams. Who else 
writes songs about Elvis stamps and unin- 
sulated walls? 

Though a couple of tracks employ guest 
musicians, virtually everything on Bruno’s 
disc was played and sung by the man him- 


self (“for good or ill,” as he says in his 
handwritten liner notes). In true DIY fash- 
ion, Bruno doesn’t let his wavering voice 
and questionable pitch get in the way — 
and when he hits everything perfectly 
(during the choruses of “For the Firedrill,” 
for example), the result is transcendent. 
Highlights include the beat-box assisted 
“Ghost Postage,” the key-jumping 
bossanova of “The Two of You,” and the 
minute-long sing-song “Skipped a Grade.” 

One of the problems folks have had with 
Bruno’s quirky indie-rock output with 
Nothing Painted Blue is that the songs 
lack the emotional depth of his solo work 
(such as his live solo Working Holiday 
selection “Sleeping Through the Jane Pratt 
Show”). For a surprising amount of A 
Bedroom Community, Bruno puts aside 
the detached, Word Wealth Junior-pow- 
ered observations for honest, heartfelt 
feelings. “The Two of You” contains this 
painfully perfect refrain: “The two of you 
can smoke together/repair whatever we 
broke together/do whatever you do 
together/while I put two and two togeth- 
er.” And then there’s “Cheat,” as in “why 
won't you with me?” in which Bruno 
sings, “You say I’m too good for that/does 
that mean I’m not good enough?” Tell it, 
brother, 

More convincing than a preacher and 
better spoken than a grade-school English 
teacher, this modern-day singer/song- 
writer makes music that works as both 
recreation and homework, Get educated 
with Franklin Bruno!

Love and Human Remains (not rated, adults; 99 minutes) follows the interlock- 
ing lifestyles of a group of friends whose sexual experimentation takes place against the 
backdrop of a serial killer’s rampage. Good performances by Thomas Gibson as a sar- 
donic, detached gay man, and Mia Kirshner as a psychic hooker who caters more to psy- 
chological than physical needs. The characters are interesting, but the melodramatic plot 
undermines them, Rating: yy 

The Postman (PG, 113 minutes) is a good-hearted human comedy about a simple 
man from an Italian island who becomes the postman for the famous poet Pablo Neruda 
when he is exiled there. Because he thinks poems can seduce women, the postman insin- 
uates himself into the poet's life, hoping to pick up some tips. He learns more than he 
intended. With Philippe Noiret as the patient Neruda, and Massimo Troisi (who died the 
day after filming ended) as the determined postman. Rating: Yry'rvrv 

Wigstock (not rated, 85 minutes) is a documentary shot at the 1992 and 1993 edi- 
tions of “Wigstock,” a festival for lip-synching drag queens held in lower Manhattan. 
Some of the queens have made it (RuPaul, Lypsinka), most never will, all have a good 
time, and the movie is amusing, but lacks the power and insight of Paris is Burning, the 
much more insightful documentary about New York’s drag life. Rating: srr 

The Incredibly True Adventure of Two Girls in Love (R, 95 minutes) tells the 
story of two teen-age girls from different backgrounds who shyly, tentatively realize they 
are drawn to one another. Tender, comic and sensitive, the movie is well-acted by Laurel 
Holloman and Nicole Parker. Writer-director Maria Maggenti realizes that sexuality is 
only part of their relationship, and focuses on idealism and discovery, as they read poems, 
listen to music, and luxuriate in big ideas about the future. A screwball ending doesn’t 
fit, but the rest of the film is involving. Rating: yxy 

Mighty Morphin Power Rangers: The Movie (PG, 88 minutes) is about as close 
as you can get to absolute nothing and still have a product to project on the screen. The 
movie is like those synthetic foods that have no fat, no sugar, no vitamins and no calo- 
ries, but they come in bright packages and you can chew them. Parents, protect your chil- 
dren from this mindless slop. Rating: ¢ 

Judge Dredd (R, 91 minutes) stars Sylvester Stallone and Armand Assante in a thriller 
based on the comic books about a future earth when man huddles in violent megacities, 
and the “Judges” are also cops, juries and executioners. Messy yet entertaining special 
effects, but a murky plot, disorganized action and shaky supporting performances. A Blade 
Runner for audiences with attention deficit disorder, Rating: Yrvx 

Apollo 13 (PG, 135 minutes) is a riveting docudrama about the ill-fated 1970 lunar 
Apollo mission, which was curtailed when an oxygen tank exploded, nearly marooning 
its three-man crew in space. Director Ron Howard finds the right note in performances 
from Tom Hanks, Bill Paxton, and Kevin Bacon as the astronauts who went into space, 
Gary Sinise as the one who got left behind, and Ed Harris as director of ground control, 
With special effects so accurate the movie seems to have been filmed on location, Howard 
creates the experience, and the daring, of the men who somehow returned to Earth using 
equipment and methods they improvised as they went along. One of the year’s best. Rating:

he reason people love the song, “I 

Come to the Garden Alone,” has 

nothing to do with its source or 

its sentiment. Our love of its 

melody is rather a defense against the kind 
of sermons preached at most funerals, where 
everyone and everything is made to look 
larger than we are, We cry in self-defense 
against grandiosity. Life was not grand so 
much as great: we just went to the garden, 
every now and then, sometimes even alone. 
H.L. Menken put an envelope in the file 
he knew would be opened by the reporter 
who wrote his obituary. It contained only 
one line, “Don’t overdo it.” To me, the best 
funeral would have the grand cry of weep- 
ers singing the sing-song rhythms of res- 
urrection, and Mary and Jesus — and a very 
underestimated eulogy. One that crept up 
on the vices as well as the virtues of the dead. 
I found two sentences in decades of giv- 
ing eulogies that helped here. One was for 
a renowned drunk and wife beater. “Bob 
was not always the master of his own rage.” 
The other was for a man who killed his own 
father. “John was not always able to be the 
man he wanted to be.” It took me hours to 
find these two sentences; even longer to 
sneak them into the list of accomplishments. 
Writing a good eulogy is a lot like weed- 
ing the garden, but without going over- 
board. Leave a few. Weeds have merit. By 
all means, go to the garden, alone. There, 
look at the great and also what really is. Let 
the melodies carry the emotion, not the 
grandiosity of praises. Be kind to the weeds 
in the person’s life as well as to the flowers. 
Before concrete took over most of the 
places where strip malls now stand, there 
were fields brimming with weeds. The fields 
brimmed with St. John’s wort, daisies, dan- 
delions, crabgrass, timothy, clover, pigweed, 
lamb’s quarters, butter cup, mullein, Queen 
Anne’s lace, plantain, yarrow. These fields 
sprouted grasses too numerous to name. 
But each did have a name. Not one of those

species were thete before the Puritans land- 
ed. Like most Americans whom we bury in 
this country, each is an adaptation. The 
peculiarities of their adaptation make for 
the best eulogies. What was unusual in the 
person’s adaptation? That question will 
avoid the sentimental in the eulogy. 

Weeds are as unlikely a source of affir- 
mation as we can mention. And yet, and 
yet. They have a kind of particular magic 
and they also carry a message. According 
to Sara B. Stein’s botanical reference, My 
Weeds, wild oats growing in a field of alter- 
nating furrows of spring and winter barley 
will mimic the habits of either crop, depend- 
ing on the row. She also tells of a rice mimic 
that became so troublesome that researchers 
planted a purple variety of rice to expose 
the weeds once and for all. Within a few 
years, the weed-rice had turned purple, too. 
At people’s funerals we can’t note all these 
costumes, But we can name some of them. 
We can name the environment in them and 
their responses to it. 

To not respect weeds, or Americans, or 
the dead American, is to refuse a message 
from the divine, the message that nature is 
unbelievably smart and resilient, that plants 
mean to survive, that we are all in this thing 
of growing up and old and dying together. 
We impact each other. That message may 
not relieve all of our burdens when a loved 
one dies but surely the big one about sur- 
vivability should take a little comfort. John 
may be gone, but his son is not. His son is 
enjoying the forgiveness that John found. 
The family has adapted. 

The botanical fact about weeds is that 
they grow in response to human distur- 
bance. The more humans disturb the envi- 
ronment, the more they adapt and grow. 
Another botanist, Jack Harland, said in 
Crops and Man, “If we confine the concept 
of weeds to species adapted to human dis- 
turbance, then man is by definition the first 
and primary weed under whose influence

Ralph Waldo Emerson saw the same 
thing. He said that a weed is simply a plant 
whose virtues we haven’t yet discovered. 
Other people have been less kind about the 
weed, Paul Dickson says that when weed- 
ing, the best way to make sure what you are 
pulling is a weed and not a valuable plant 
is to pull on it. [fit comes out of the ground 
easily, it is a valuable plant. 

There is a formula here for finding God 
in a person’s life. There is a preacher’s for- 
mula for a good eulogy. At first sight weeds 
are just weeds, At first sight, death is just 
death. Ugly, useless, not our plan at all but 
a foreign plan. A different plan. God often 
comes to us in precisely this way. In the 
unlikely place. Surviving the species and 


the species’ stories in the next generation. 

There is an old saying about the Garden. 
That the glory of the garden lies in more 
than meets the eye. God often lies in the 
same place; in the place that more meets 
the eye. We have to nurse the truth out of 
God about the person’s life. The virtue, the 
vice, and the adaptation of the two, What 
will last about the person? That’s the key to 
the eulogy. 

We come to the garden alone, while the 
dew is still on the roses, And on the weeds. 
There we interact. Some of our life lives on, 
poking through the concrete of the progress 
that tries to obliterate us, Other aspects of 
our life get remembered, spoken, articu- 
lated as eulogy. Then we are gone, to God. 
Our seeds survive us,
